Recently this newspaper published a 


series of articles on "the regulators." 


The articles represented an in-depth 


>tudy by a special team of Associated 
Press investigative reporters. The ac- 
tivities of state and federal agencies 
with supervisory power over business 
and the professions were scrutinized at 
close range: 
;The purpose of the agencies, in all 
cases, was to protect some individual 
member or segment of the public. 
Consumer rights, civil rights, health 
care, safety, children — all these and 
myriads more subjects are supervised 


. by agencies. This is supposed to keep 


bad things from happening. 


1 The interesting thing is that a really 
serious question is rising whether the 


-agencies, on balance, do more harm 
; -than good. 


A 
paper-choked bureacracy is 


making virtually every service or 
product harder and slower for the 
American public to come by. 


Can a nation remain free which im- 


poses upon itself a continually ex- 
panding system of regulation? The 
time will come when the regulators, 
unless stopped, will command greater 
authority over the citizens than any 


'• elected officeholder. 


That time may be close at hand;' in 


the view of Edgar B. Speer, chairman 
of U.S. Steel, the nation's largest steel 
producer. In a Detroit address, Speer 
said the rise of regulatory agencies, 
commissions and bureaus has created 
a fourth branch of government with 
potentially more power than the 
executive, legislative or judicial.

Easily Evaded 


SAYS SCHOOLS VICTIMS 
OF PERMISSIVE ERA 
Editor. 
Cynicism 
and 
disillusion­ 
ment. 
which 
have engulfed 
many institutions in Am erican 
life, have not appreciably al­ 
tered the public’s faith in their 
public 
schools. 
The 
vast 
majority of the Americans still 
hold our educational system in 
high estt*em despite the turmoil 
of the last two dwades. It would 
be foolhardy, however, to as­ 
sum e that this trust will not 
change or that the educational 
system is without articulate and 
powerful critics. 
P'or five of the last six years, 
the number-one criticism of the 
public 
school 
according 
to 
Charles P". K ettering Founda­ 
tion has lxH*n their lack of dis­ 
cipline. The discipline that most 
jH*ople have in mind is a m atter 
of obeying rules, resjiecting the 
authority of teachers and school 
adm inistrators, and being con­ 
siderate of fellow students who 
wish to learn in a peaceful at­ 
m osphere. The other kind of 
discipline is mental d iscipline- 
acquiring the knowledge and 
skills needed in today’s world 
even though such learning is 
often difficult and Ixtring. 
It would Ik* unfair to deal with 
the 
problem 
of 
discipline 
without first pointing out that 
schools are victim s of an era 
when lack of resix>ct for rules 
and authority is universal. Th(* 
IK-rmissive era was not u.shered 
in by the schools, but by the 
public. Rem em ber in the late 
’HO's when it was fashionable for 
some adults to say of youths. 
“ lx‘t them do their thing — find 
their own identity?” 
Most children today have 
ne\er Ijeen taught why society 
has to have rules, why these 
rules should Ih> olx»yed. and why 
those in authority should have 
their views rc‘S | x * c t e d .

In 
the 1974 congressional elections, 
half the funds raised were given 
by special interest groups, in­ 
dividual donors in the $500 and 
up class and by the candidates 
them selves out of their own 
p(K‘kets. 
The reform law, however, is 
already a bust — even before 
the first Senate and House races 
under the new pure rules have 
g(»tten into stride. 
’ 


Under the 1974 law, no indus­ 
trial, 
labor, 
agricultural, 
medical, conservative, liberal 
or other special interest poli­ 
tical committee can give more 
than $5,000 to any one candidate. 


All very' well. Except that in 
the relatively short tim e since 
the reform law went into effect, 
more than 242 special political 
donor groups have been set up 
according to C’ommon Cause. 
To evade the $5,000 lim it, 
special 
interest 
com panies, 
unions and associations, not 
content with organizing dozens 
of new political organizations, 
have in essence split existing 
groups, so that every sub o r­ 
ganization. made artificially 
independent on papcT. could 
give up to $5,000 to each can­ 
didate of its choice. 
As Common Cause notes, in 
the four months from August to 
December 
1975, 
the 
(Com­ 
m unications 
W orkers 
of 
America registered 
12 new 
comm ittees. In the last three 
months of 1975, Dow Chemical 
Company set up seven. The 
American Dental Association 
established nine, the Machinists 
four. 
Because labor unions already 
had groups in every state and in 
most m ajor cities, business 
concerns with a special interest 
in what Congress votes have 
been inoving rapidly to catch 
up. 
Approximately 
three- 


fourths of the new political or­ 
ganizations are sponsored by 
business concerns, directly or 
indirectly. Common Cause cal­ 
culations indicate that 107 cor­ 
porations and 22 banks have set 
up new political com m ittees, 
more than doubling the numlx-r 
they had before the 1974 elec­ 
tions. Savings and loan groups 
have set up five, oil companies 
eight, aerospace firm s four, 
steel companies eight, dental 
association seven, labor unions 
36 to .39 depending on definition. 
New committees were set up 
by pharmaceutical, real estate, 
utility, insurance, m achinery, 
railroad, credit union, retail, 
glass, mail order, agriculture, 
dairy interests and others too 
numerous to list. 
Thus, though congressional 
races are hardly off the starting 
blocks, the data to date suggest 
that, clean election law or no, 
more money will be given 
Senate and House candidates 
this year by special interest 
groups than ever before in his­ 
tory. 
Even 
m ore disconcerting, 
however, are loopholes in the 
law which give certain or­ 
ganizations 
with 
large 
and 
.w idespread 
m em berships 
special advantages of great 
value. Organizations, in their 
literature for m em bers and in 
their political solicitation of 
those on their rolls, are in 
practice 
exempt 
from 
the 
financial restrictions imposed 
on political groups generally. 
L^bor unions fare best in this 
special 
privilege 
category. 
Unions, having large num bers 
of m em bers in particular states 
or congressional districts may 
propagandize their m em bers 
virtually at will, and “ door-to- 
door” canvass these voters — 
without this tim e and these 
costs bt>ing charged either to the 
candidates of their choice or to 
the $5.000 limit. 
But don’t discount the advan­ 
tage given other special groups 
with large mem bership lists — 
including 
m edical, 
dental, 
farm, business and teacher as- 
siK'iations.

criterion is not political but 
racial 
Nothing resem bling ma,jority 
rule prevails in the other black- 
run nations of central Africa. 
Nobody 
elected 
Sam ora 
Machel in Mozambique, where 
the invasion of Rhodesia is be­ 
ing pn'pared. General Mobutu, 
up in Zaire, is not an exponent of 
one-man (er, |)erson), one-vote. 
Majority rule dw?s not obtain 
in newly liberated Angola, now 
under 
the 
Cuban-imposed 
Marxist dictatorship of Agos- 
tinho Neto. 
M ajority rule is not p ar­ 
ticularly notable in N igeria, 
(ihana, 
Tanzania, 
Uganda, 
Kenya. Congo, or the Malagasy 
Republic. Military dictatorship, 
one-man rule, government by 
force, fraud, and tribal faction: 
that is the prevailing pattern. 
/\nd to top it all off. these black 
governments are racist into the 
bargain. 
The spokesmen for Interna­ 
tional Morality never tire of 
proclaiming that the Ian Smith 
government is an international 
outlaw, an intolerable dicta­ 
torship of 275,000 whites over six 
million blacks. It is an affront to 


the 
Declaration 
of 
Human 
Rights, the universal principles 
of d(‘mocracy. and probably to 
the Helsinki Agreement. The 
abom inable Smith m ust give 
way immediately to “ m ajority 
rule.” 
The truth is that Smith, when 
and if he goes, will be succeeded 
by a Rhodesian despotism ins­ 
talled 
by 
Cuban-supported 
guerrillas armed with Soviet 
weapons. The six million blacks 
will 
be 
more 
thoroughly 
suppresstHi and exploited than 
under 
the 
present 
“ white- 
racist” regime. They will cer­ 
tainly have less to eat. If the 
n ‘cetit ¡)ast is any guide, a great 
many of them will be slaugh­ 
tered. 
To be sure, the successor 
regime will be black. That is all. 
literally all. that m atters to In­ 
ternational Morality. “ Racism ” 
means only white racism .

The law is in effect now. but 


Mrs. Hechl said her office will 
not Itegin charging Ihe new fees

register of deeds office collected

cdfilnbuliwis ami parti,')) public 
financing of the gubernalorial 
race. 


The late effective dale of Ihe

A third law laking effect 


Wednesday is ,a "jol> dovc*li>|>- 
menl authority" measure which 
authorizes the stale lo make and 
guarantee loans for private 
business to expand or locate in 
Michigan.

Michigan's tum-on-red-ltght law effective March 31 


permits motorists always to turn right but left only 
onto one-way streets, unless prohibited by signing. 
Before turning either direction, motorists first must 
make a complete stop, be sure traffic is clear and 
yield to pedestrians. The first two drawings demon- 
strate the proper procedure, for right and left-hand • 
turns al red lights. Michigan's turn-on-red-light law 
does not require motorists to do so unless in a desig- 
nated turn lane. If stopped behind a non-turning 
motorist af an intersection as demonstrated (n the 


third drawing, b* courteous since horn-blowing only 
results in confusion. The greatest concentration of 
pedestrians likely to forget about the new law will 
be found along school routes and at bus stops. The 
final drawing shows that motorists must employ 
extra vigilance at Intersections used by school chil- 
dren. Automobile Club of Michigan reminds that 
pedestrians'also must be aware of the new law and 
remember to look In all directions before stepping 
from the curb.

New Law Hikes Registration

A new law signed in early

One of the problems is that 
battery-operated pacemakers 
have had to be replaced at in­ 
tervals of two to five years. This 
becomes a burden, expense, 
time-consumer and a source of 
emotional distress 


At the Pennsylvania'State 
University.

team

researchers under the direction 
of Dr G. Frank O. Tvers has 
developed a new type of rechar­ 
geable battery. He, in conjunc­ 
tion with electronic engineers, 
developed a 
procedure 
for 
recharging the batteries by- 
holding a small electrical coil 
over the pacemaker already 
implanted in the body.

rechargeable device may have a 
functional capacity of more than

“ He has been heating the 
water only 15 or 20 minute a day 
and he has found the tank re­ 
tains enough heat so that they 
can continue washing dishes,

Glen Moore, 32. of Royal Oak, is the man who started 
the letter-writing campaign after hearing about Matt from a mu­ 
tual friend. “ I heard that he (M att) likes to get m ail." Moore says, 
“ and it didn’t seem like anybody was doing anything about getting 
him some, so...” Moore purchased a classified ad in a newspaper 
asking for prayers and cards to be sent to Matt Gaffka, 2865 
Hillsdale Drive, Milford, Mich. 48067. “ When the cards started 
coming, we dumped them on M att’s bed,” Matt s mother says. “ It 
was the first time I’d seen him smile in weeks.” 


Abortion Law Challenged 


DETROIT (AP) — A federal court suit was filed Friday 
challenging the constitutionality of the state law regulating 
abortion clinics. Doctors and clinic operators who filed the lawsuit 
in U.S. District Court said they want to halt all state regulation of 
clinics where abortions are performed during the first three 
months of pregnancy. The Abortion Coalition of Michigan Inc. 
asked for an April 5 hearing before U.S. District Court Judge 
Cornelia Kennedy. At issue is a 1974 law regulating all free­ 
standing surgical outpatient facilities. The law was passed 
following reports of abuses in the state's then-unregulated abor­ 
tion industry. The coalition argued Friday that the law is 
oppressive because it requires abortion clinics to have “ transfer 
agreements” with a nearby hospital to provide additional care 
when there is a problem performing the abortion. They also 
objected to a provision of the law banning advertising of abortion 
facilities. 


‘Chain Bonds' Illegal 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — An illegal chain letter scheme in­ 
volving U.S. Savings Bonds has been uncovered by federal 
treasury authorities in the Detroit suburbs and Flint area, of­ 
ficials said Friday. The scheme has turned up in other parts of the 
country as well, according to the Savings Bond Division of the 
U.S. Treasury Department which is continuing to investigate. 
"Apparently, people are being asked to pay for a list of names, 
then buy two bonds and sell the list to others," said Hugh Makens, 
chief of the state Corporation and Securities Bureau. "As with any 
chain scheme, there’s the promise of a big payoff at no cost," he 
said of the promotion which seem s focused in M ichigan’s 
southeast region. Penalties for participating in the fraud include 
up to seven years in jail and a $10.000 fine, Makens warned, with 
additional penalties if the scheme uses the U. S. Postal Service. 


Food Stamp Loss Outlined 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Michigan could lose $242 million in 
business activity and more than 3,000 jobs if the federal govern­ 
ment implements proposed new food stam p regulations, accord­ 
ing to a state official. Laura Hess, director of the state Office of 
Nutrition, said the losses may occur if the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture adopts regulations designed to drop some five million 
persons from the food stamp program to save more than SI 
billion. There are currently about 680,300 persons in 200.000 
Michigan households participating in the program. Gov. William 
Milliken has called on the USDA to delay implementation of the 
proposed regulations since Congress is working on reform of the 
food stamp program. 


Tornado Disaster Aid

President Ford extended disaster aid Friday to include 
damages left by a tornado that touched down in Oakland and 
Macomb counties last weekend. The tornado left two dead and 50 
injured. Damages were estimated at $4.1 million in private 
property ges and about $105.000 in public property. Ford earlier 
this month agreed to disaster aid for 29 counties, including 
Oakland and Macomb, as a result of ice storm s and high winds 
which caused more than $50 million in damages in early March.

Coast Guard searchers 
said a Ixidy was spotted in the lake But rescuers in a helicopter 
were unable to get it out of the water. Officials said they believed 
the Ixxiy was that of HI-year-old Lewis Taylor, whose snowmobile 
was found in the water after he went ice fishing on Wednesday.

It almost sounds too good to 
be true, but that’s the coup the 
mighty Buchanan Bucks can

game at Michigan’s Crisler 
Arena in Ann Arbor. 


The undefeated Bucks, who 
finished as the top Class C team 
in the final Associated Press 
poll, reaped two more pres- 
tigeous awards today 
when 
Buchanan’s Keti Garrett was 
named to the Class (’ All-State 
basketball team and Buchanan 
coach Bill Wilson was selected 
as the Class C Coach of the 
Year. 


Joining the Buck pair in win­ 
ning Associated Press honors 
are southwestern Michigan area 
super stars Marc Moeller of 
Fennville and Don Kooy of 
Galien. Moeller was also named 
to the Class C squad w hile Kooy 
was picked to the Class I) star 
unit. 


Garrett and Moeller were both 
unanimous 
picks. 
Moeller's 
scoring average of 31.2 this 
season was also the best of any 
all-state player in all four 
classes. 


Garrett. Moeller and Kooy 
formed a terrific trio this season 
as they combined for 1,721 
points, hit double figures in all 
but one of the 74 games they 


played in and led their teams to 
a classy 62-12 record. 


The brawny fi-fi. 205-pound 
Garrett, who hopes to cap a 
brilliant career by helping the 
Bucks grab the Class C cham­ 
pionship tonight, holds e\ery 
Buchanan scoring record and is 
currently third on the list of 
all-time Blossomland scorers, 
lie's leading the Bucks in scor­ 
ing this season with a 21.7 
average while also tops in 
rebounding with a lfi.2 average. 


“ He has the stats to go with 
this all-state sort of thing, plus 
our team is doing well.” states 
Wilson of Garrett. "1 think this 
speaks highly of our team...you 
have to litok at this accomplish­ 
ment in the structure of team 
play. 


“ Kenny is a very unselfish 
player...I think he’s our third 
top assist man. He’s worked 
very hard to improve himself 
and it has paid off. I can’t think 
of anyone more deserv ing of the 
honor than Kenny.’’ 


Garrett, a three-year starter, 
lias been recruited by many 
state colleges as well as several 
outstate 
schools. 
Western 
Michigan reportedly considers 
(¿arrett its first or second prime 
recruit. The senior forward says 
he would like to play basketball 
at Michigan. 


Wilson, 33, has molded and 
motivated the Buchanan talent 
into a state powerhouse this 
season with 27 straight vic­ 
tories. 


Wilson, credited with turning 


around the Buchanan basketball 
program, 
has 
a three-year 
record of 55-18 at Buchanan with 
two consecutive Blossomland 
championships. Wilson, a native 
of Arkansas, was fi7-49 at Cen-

t was near midnight of May 8, 1972, 
North Vietnamese divisions wore 
slicing through the heart of South 
Vietnam. The White House was 


ablaze with lights, with chattering tele- 
type machines in the Situation Room 
flashing "eyes-only" reports while waves 
of American planes sprinkled Haiphong 
Harbor with mines and rained tons of 
bombs on North Vietnam. 


Richard Nixon had just announced his 


decision to do these things—live over 
three ' networks. The Soviet Summit, 
three years in the making and a corner- 
stone of our ingenious grand design for 
world peace, was in instant jeopardy. 
Both Nixon and Kissinger believed then 
the Soviets would cancel. 


But what tf Nixon were wrong and the 


Soviets did- more than cancel the Sum- 
mil? What if they retaliated? And what 
ol the Chinese, with whom vt. had just 
begun a suspicion-laden dialoguefWould 
there be World War III? I felt nauseated. 
And the election in a war-weary nation 
was but six months away. The President 
was leading by a shaky six points in the 
public opinion polls.. 


"Mr. President, 1 am afraid this could 


cost us the election," I said ruefully. 


But Richard Nixon's jaw tightened. 


"So what? It's the right thing lo do," he 
said. "If I didn't do it, the Presidency 
wouldn't be worth getting re-elected to!" 


This gritty stand will go down in his- 


tory as but one fleeting moment in Presi- 
dent Nixon's grisly and futile effort to 
save South Vietnam. But 1 will remem- 
ber it as a time when the Richard Nixon 
1 knew showed-selfless courage, the stuff 
of which great men are made. 


The Russians flinched, South Vietnam 


was for the moment spared, and the 
Summit came to pass. This and his 
Marco Po|o-like trip to China were two 
diplomatic triumphs in fast succession, 
and Nixon's noblest dreams seemed 
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within reach. "Chuck, what I want when 
we're through, more than anything, is to 
leave this a little safer world than we 
found it four years ago so your boys and 
othen.like them won't hive to fight,"-be 
said wistfully as we dined together one 
summer evening on a stone terrace of his 
palisade estate at San Clementc, staring 
at the dazzling blue vastness of the Paci- 
fic below and beyond. 


But politics could easily figure in even 


critical foreign policy decisions:. One 
autumn day in .1971, the President, Bob , 
HaMeman and I were reviewing plans 
for the China and Russia visits, t men- 
tioned a "coincidence": Nixon would be 
returning from these trips on the eve of 
the New Hampshire and California pri- 
maries. "No coincidence," Haldeman 
snapped, unsmiling. "So what if New 


. Hampshire advances the date of the pri- 


mary?" 1 chided. (Such a proposal was 
before the New Hampshire legislature.) 
"We'll move up the China trip," Nixon 
laughed. We all smiled at the joke-but 
I was never sure if it was a joke. 


That a man seeking greatness could be 


at times consumed with pettiness is but 
one of the many paradoxes of Richard 
Nixon. Once he called me after a TV in- 
terview in which Dan Rather of CBS had 
stung him with a string of • snidely 
wonted questions. "Get a hundred peo- 
ple to call Rather and complain,'' he 
commanded. Then he proceeded to dic- 
tate precise messages which these callers 
should convey. 


He was blowing off steam. I knew it; 


but 1 also followed his orders. Soon we 
had one Republican Committee em- 


• ployee assigned full time to carrying out 


such assignments, which included care- 
fully orchestrated "letters to the editor" 
campaigns across the country. (The tech- 
nique was. not invented- by Mr. Nixon. 
I'd seen similar devices employed in the 
six political campaigns rd worked in 
since 1956.) _Nixon asked for and n-/ 
ceived weekly reports on our success. 


As a one-time heel-clicking Marine 


Captain whose spine tingled every time 
the National Anthem was played, I fol- 
lowed my orders unquestioningly. Even 
as I came to know Nixon well, 1 never 
lost my reverent awe of the President, 
or the Presidency, which for me were 
synonymous. "Chuck, J want this on the * 
best-seller list," Nixon told me once, 
slamming a red-and-black jacketed book 
on his massive polished desk. I must have 
looked startled. His order came in the 
middle of a chain of instructions about 
a press briefing on strategic arms talks. 


I saw at a glance that the book, "The 


News Twisters," written by a New York 
TV critic, was destined to preserve the 
author's obscurity. It was chock-full of 
charts and graphs showing the anti- 
Nixon biau of TV coverage of the 1968 
campaign. Well done and scholarly—but 
it was definitely not bedtime reading. 


But an order is an order. At my staff 


meeting that morning, I asked if anyone 
knew how to get a book on the best-seller 
list. One enterprising staffer discovered 
that some best-seller lists were based on 
weekly phone surveys of several key 
New York bookstores. Once we knew 
that, it was only a matter of. logistics. 
t sent S8,000 in campaign funds to a 
stalwart supporter in New York. He re- 
cruited several young volunteers who 
roamed the streets, buying out one by 
one the total supply of a dozen stores. 
The following Monday, I proudly strode 
into the Oval Office and laid Time 
magazine on Mr. Nixon's desk. There on 
the beit-jeUer lilt was "The News 
Twisters." The Commaiidcr-in-Chiefs 
orders were carried out, and an excited 
publisher rushed into a second printing 
(which doubtless resulted in the largest 


• book-remainder sale in history). 


I have never .encountered a-more bril- 


liant mind than Richard Nixon's. I 
watched him on countless occasions lis- 
ten to lengthy and complex briefings, 
staring impatiently and occasionally pull- 
ing a single, folded sheet of yellow legal- 


- - pad paper from his pocket to jot down 


notes (usually reminders to himself of 
things which had nothing to do with the 
briefing).

This gritty stand will go down in his­ 
tory as but one fleeting moment in Presi­ 
dent Nixon's grisly and futile effort to 
save South Vietnam.

Christmas 1973. Yet, of course, as his- 
tory must conclude, he knew of the tapes 
before their disclosure; deliberately de- 
cided not to destroy them and kept them 
until the very end of his Presidency. 
Then ultimately he was forced, as he 
must have known he would be, to turn 
over the proof of his own^Iies. To this 
day I do not understand it-nor does he. 


Nor can I understand how a man who 


trusted so few could put his life into the 
hands of a man—John Dean—whom he 
scarcely knew. Secretive, lonely, often 
distrustful, Nixon shared his innermost 
confidences with only a handful of peo- 
ple—secretary Rosemary Woods, daugh- 
ter Julie, talking companion Bebe Re- 
bozo, Bob Haldeman and often me 
(though not so often as I thought then, 
now that I huve read many of the Water- 
gate tapes).

Criminal conspirators, smart ones any- 
way, do not make mistakes like that, and 
even his worst detractors credit him with 
intelligence. Why, then? 


The modern-day Presidency is the re- 


sult of 30 years of steadily inflating pub- 
lic expectations. A President is expected 
to be guardian of the Nation's morals, 
commander of the armies, negotiator of 


treaties, provider of jobs and the one 
who sees that Social Security checks are 
delivered on time. Impossible. 


Note how each new President vows to 


maintain a small staff, then hires a larger 
one than his predecessor. Given the in- 
human demands of the office, it is un- 
avoidable. Add to that Mr. Nixon's own 
penchant for public relations and his in- 
sistence on quiet and solitude for his 
tough decision-making. The result was a 
system created by computerlike Chief- 
of-Staff Haldeman in which orderliness 
was an end in itself.

press abuse was heaped upon him. The 
private Nixon showed signs of serious 
stress. Fatigue caused his voice to slur on 
occasions. His face aged markedly.

often irreconcilable, parts: so gentle he 
could never bring himself to fire a sub- 
ordinate (even when Nixon summoned 
Interior Secretary Walter Hickel to his 
office to dismiss him. it was John Ehrlich- 
man who had to swing the axe) or cor- 
rect a secretary's misspelling; -yet Nixon 
was so cold that he relished calling 
then-Gov. Nelson Rockefeller to con- 
gratulate him on his decisiveness in or- 
dering state troopers to assault rioting 
prisoners at Attica prison where 42 men 
died. He was also so loving of his Quaker 
mother that he held her up as a saint. He 
cared fervently about future generations 


. being spared war, and yet, knowing many 
men would die, he unhesitatingly ordered 
B-52's to do their bombing. He was un- 
able to be charitable to his enemies, even 
in the moments of his own triumphs. . 


In this brief space, I can give but a 


glimpse of the man. I can't offer justifica- 
tions for his moral failures; I was too 
much a part of them myself. Nor could 
I catalog his accomplishments; future 
historians will tend to that more chari- 
tably, I believe, than any contemporaries. 


Mr. Nixon's greatest contribution still

He was also so loving of his Quaker 
mother that he held her up as a saint. He 
cared fervently about future generations 
being spared war. and yet, knowing many 
men would die, he unhesitatingly ordered 
B-52’s to do their bombing. He was un­ 
able to be charitable to his enemies, even 
in the moments of his own triumphs. 


In this brief space, I can give but a 
glimpse of the man. I can’t offer justifica­ 
tions for his moral failures; I was too 
much a part of them myself. Nor could 
I catalog his accomplishments: future 
historians will tend to that more chari­ 
tably, I believe, than any contemporaries. 


Mr. Nixon's greatest contribution still 
may be unrealized. For perhaps the sig­ 
nificance of his fall was that it proved the 
bankruptcy of our nearly sanctified no­ 
tion that man can do anything. Some day 
the country' may understand that. 


The fact is that all men and women— 
Richard Nixon and all 200 million of us 
—are fallible, possessors of a nature both 
good and evil. It is only the Power 
bey ond ourselves that can rescue us from 
our darker sides. Richard Nixon might 
well have listened to the plaintive words 
of a President named Lincoln: “Without 
God. I must fail.” From Lincoln's humil­ 
ity came strength, and from his prayer 
came the firm hand of the Almighty to 
lead a people from darkness. Maybe it 
will be Richard Nixon's failure which 
will cause a nation to remind itself anew 
that without God 
we too must fail.

Actually, neither woman's illness 


was due to "coincidence" or "astrol- 
ogy." In reality, each is an example of 
how the body sometimes responds to 
an illness of the mind that is triggered 
by the anniversary of a personal loss 
or disappointment. This "anniversary 
reaction" often underlies various ill-' 
nesses, explains psychoanalyst George 
H. Pollock of Chicago, so unless a phy- 
sician is aware of the underlying con- 
dition, it may go undetected and treat- 
ment could be less effective. People 
have had ulccraiivc colitis, heart at- 
tacks, severe rheumatoid arthritis, glau- 
coma, migraine headaches, and urti- 
caria and other skin disorders, all at- 
tributed to anniversary reactions, Dr. 
Pollock reports. 


His research at the Institute of Psy- 


choanalysis, where he is director, and in 
the department of psychiatry of North- 
western University also reveals that the 
relationships underlying the reaction 
arc us varied as the ailments. Some- 
times, for instance, a child may feel re- 
sponsible in some way for the death of 
a brother or sister and may suffer an 
anniversary reaction, ultimately com- 
mitting suicide on a critical anniversary.
